18. A candidate must be in Rood mental and bodily health 
and free from any physical defect likely to interfere with 
the discharge of big ditties as an officer of the -Sorvice. A 
candidate who after, such medical examination as Govern- 
ment or the appointing authority, as the case may be. mav 
protoribe Is found not to satisfy these requirements, will not 
be appointed, Any candidate called for the Personality Test 
by the Commission may be required to undergo medical 
examination. No fee shall be payable to the Medical Board 
by the Candidate for medical examination. 

Note. — In order to prevent disappointment candidates are 
advised to have themselves examined by a Government 
Medical Officer of the standing of a Civil Sfirgeon, before 
applying for admission to the examination. Particulars of 
the nature of the medical test to which candidates will be 
subjected before appointment and uf the standards required 
are given in Appendix TV to these Rules, For the disabled 
^-Defence Services personnel the standards will be relaxed 
consistent with requirements of the Service. 

Attention is particularly invited to the condition of medical 
fitness involving a walking test of 25 Kilometres in 4 hours. 

19. No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who having a spouse living^ has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person 

shall be eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
thaf such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the marriage 
and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

20. It will be open to the Government of India not to 
appoint to the Indian Forest Service, a woman candidate who 
is married or to require such a candidate who is not married 
to resign from the Service in the event of her marrying 
subsequently if the maintenance of the efficiency of the 
Service so requires.

APPENDIX IV 

REGULATIONS RELATING TO THE PHYSICAL 
EXAMINATION OF CANDIDATES 

(vide Rule 18) 

[These regulations are published for the convenience of 
candidates and in order to enable them to ascertain the pro- 
bability of their coming up to the required physical standard. 
The regulations are also intended to provide guide lines to 
the medical examiners and a candidate who does not satisfy 
the minimum requirements prescribed in the regulations, can- 
not be declared fit by the medical examiners. However, while 
holding that a candidate is not fit according to the norms 
laid down in these regulations, it would be permissible for 
a Medical Board to recommend to the Government of India 
for reasons specifically recorded in writing that he may be 
admitted to service without disadvantage to Government. 

2. It should, however, be clearly understood that the 
Government of India, reserve to themselves, absolute discre- 
tion to reject or accept any candidate after considering the 
report of the Medical Board], 

1. To be passed a s fit for appointment a candidate must 
be in good rnental and bodily health and free from any physi- 
cal defect likely to interfere with the efficient performance of 
the duties of his appointment. 


2. Walking test. — The candidates will be requited to qualify 
in walking test of 25 Kilometres to be completed in 4 hours. 
The arrangement for conducting this test will be made by the 
Inspector General of Forests, Government of India so as to 
synchronise with the sittings of the Medical Board. 

3. (a) In the matter of the correlation of age, height and 
chest girth of candidates of Indian (including Anglo-Indian) 
race it is left to the Medical Board to use whatever co-relation 
figures are considered most suitable as a guide >n the exami- 
nation of the candidates, If there be any disproportion with 
regard to height, weight and chest girth, the candidate should 
be hospitalised for investigation and X-ray of the chest taken 
before the candidate is declared fit or not fit by the Board, 
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Jt. (b) The Minimum standard for height and chest guth 
without which candidates cannot be accepted, are as 
follows ; —

150 cms. 79 cms. 5 cms. (for Women) 


The minimum height prescribed is relaxable in case of 
candidates belonging to races such as Gorkhas. Garhwalis, 
Assamese, Nagaland Tribals, etc,, whose average height is 
distinctly lower. 

4 . The candidate^ height will he measured as follows : — 

.He will remove his shoes and be placed against the 
standard with his feet together and the weight 
thrown on the heels and not on the toes or other 
sides of the feet. He will stand erect without rigi- 
dity and with the heels, calves, buttock, and shoulders 
touching the standard, 'the chin will he depressed 
to bring th c vertex of the head level under the hori- 
zontal bar and the height will be recorded in centi- 
metres and parts of a centimetres to halves, 

5. Thc candidate’s chest will be measured as follows : 

He will be made to stand erect with his feet together 
and to raise his arms over his head. The Lape will 
be so adjusted round ihc chest that its upper edge 
touches the Inferior angles of the shoulders blades 
behind and lies in the same horizontal plane when 
the tape is taken round the chest. T he amis will 
then be lowered to hang loosely by the side and 
care will be taken that the shoulders arc not thrown 
upwards or backwards so as to displace the tape, 
Thc candidate will then be directed to lake u deep 
inspiration several times and the maximum expan- 
sion of the chest will be carefully noted and the 
minimum and maximum will then be recorded in 
centimetres 84-89, 86-93.5 etc. In recording the 

measurements fractions of less than half centimetre 
should not be noted, 

N.B,— ’ The height and chest of the candidate should bi 
mca ured twice before comine to a final decirion. 

6. The candidate will also be weighed and his weight re- 
corded in kilograms; fractions of half a kilogram should 
not be noted. 

7. The candidate’s eye-sight will be tested in accordance 
with the following rules, The result of each test will be 
recorded — 

(i) General, — The candidate’s eyes will be submilled to 
a general examination directed to thc detection of 
any disease or abnormality. The candidate will be 
rejected if he suffers from any squint or morbid 
conditions of eyes, eye-lids or contiguous structures 
of such a sort as to render, or likely at a future 
date to render him unfit for service. 

(ii) Visual Acuity , — The examination for detei mininf 
the aculenegs of vision include two tests, one for 
distant, the other for near vision. Each eye will be 
examined separately. 

There shall be no limit for minimum naked eye vision but 
the naked eye vision of the candidates shall however, be 
recorded by the Medical Board or other medical authority m 
every case, as it will furnish the basic information in regard 
to the condition of the eye.

(iii) Satisfactory colour vision constitutes recognition with 
ease and without hesitation of signal red, signal green and 
white colou s. The u^c of Tshiha a's plutcs, shown in good 
light and suitable lantern like Edrige Green’s shall be con- 
sidered quite dependable for testing colour dsron While 
either of the two tests may ordinarily be considered sufficient, 
in respect of the services concerned with road, rail and air 
traffic, it is essential to carry out the lantern test. In doubtful 
cases where a candidate fails to qualify when tested by only 
one of the two tests, both the tests should be employed, 

(3) Field of vision. — Thc field of vision ‘shall he tested 
in respect of all services by the confrontation method. Where 
such test gives unsatisfactory or doubtful results, the field of 
vision should be determined on the perimeter, 

(4) N pht Blindness. — Nicht Blindness need not be tested 
as a routine, but only in special cases, No standard test for 
the testing of night blindness or dark adaption is, prescribed. 
The Medical Board should be u.vcn the discretion lu impro- 
vise such rough tests, e.g. recording of visual acuity with 
reduced illumination or by making the candidate recognise 
various objects in a darkened room after he/ she has been 
there for 20 to 30 minutes. Candidates’ own statements 
should not always be relied upon but they should be given 
due consideration. 

(5) Ocu'a - conditions other than visual acuity. — (a) Any 
organic disease or a progressive refractive error which is 
likely to result in lowering the visual acuity should be con- 
sidered as a disqualification. 

(b) Trachoma , — Trachoma, unless complicated, shall not 
ordinarily be a cause for disqualification. 

(c) Squint. — As thc presence of binocular vision is essential 
squint even if the visual acquity is of thc prescribed standard, 
should be considered as a disqualification. 

(d) One-eyed persons.- — The employment of one-eyed Indi- 
viduals is not recommended. 

8. Blood Pressure 

The Boatd will use its discretion regarding Blood Pressure. 
A rough method of calculating normal maximum systolic 
pressure is as follows : — 

(i) With young subjects 15 — 25 years of age the average 
is about 100 plus thc age. 

(ii) With subjects over 25 years of age the general rule 
of 110 plus half the age seems quite satisfactory. 

N.B. — As a general rule any systolic pressure over 140 mm 
and diastolic over 90 mm should be regarded as suspicious 
and the candidate should be hospitalised bv the Board before 
giving their final opinion regarding the candidate’s fitness or 
otherwise. The hospitalization report should indicate whether 
the rise in blood pressue is of a transient nature due to 
excitement etc.. Or whether it is due to anv organic disease. In 
all such cases X-ray and electrocardiographic examinations of 
heart and blood urea clearance test should also be done as 
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a routine. The final decision as to the fitness or otherwise 
of a candidate will, however, rest with the medical board 
only. 

Method of taking Blood Pressure 

The mercury manometer type of instrument should be 
used as a rule. The measurement should not be taken within 
fifteen minutes of any exercise or excitement. Provided the 
patient, and particularly his arm is relaxed, he may be either 
lying or sitting. The arm is supported comfortably at the 
patient’s side in a more or less horizontal postion. The arm 
should be freed from the clothes to the shoulder. The cuff 
completely deflated should be applied with the middle of the 
rubber over the inner side of the arm, and its lower edge an 
inch or two above the bend of the elbow. The following 
turns of cloth bandage should spread evenly over the bag 
to avoid bulging during inflation. 

The brachial artery is located by palpitation at the bend of 
the elbow and the stethseope is then applied lightly and 
centrally over it below, but not in contact with the cuff. The 
cuff is inflated to about 200 m.m. Hg. and then slowly 
deflated. The level at which the column stands when soft suc- 
cessive * sounds are heard represents the Systolic Pressure. 
When more air is allowed to escape the sounds will be heard 
to increase in intensity. The level at which the ell-hcard 
clear sounds change to soft muffled fading sounds represents 
the dladolic pressure, The measure menu should be taken in 
a fairly brief period of time as prolonged pressure of the 
cuff is irritating to the patient and will vitiate the readings. 
Rechecking, if necessary, should be done only a few minutes 
after complete deflation of the cuff. (Sometimes, as the cuff 
is deflated sounds are heard at a certain level, they may dis- 
appear as pressure falls and reapper at a still lower level. 
This .‘Silent Gap’ mav cause error in reading). 

9. The urine (passed in the presence of the examiner) 
should be examined and the results recorded. Where a Medi- 
cal Board flnd s sugar present in a candidate's urine by the 
usual chemical tests the Board will proceed with the exami- 
nation with all its other aspects and will also specially note 
any signs or symptoms suggestive of diabete3. If, except for 
the glycosuria the Board finds the candidate conforms to the 
standard of medical fitness required they may pass the can- 
didate “fit subject to the glycosuria being non^iabetic” and 
the Board will refer the case to a specified specialist in Medi- 
cine who has hospital and laboratory facilities at his disposal, 
The Medical Specialist will carry out whatever examination 
clinical and laboratory he considers necessary including a 
standard blood sugar tolerance test, and will submit his 
opinion to the Medical Board, upon which the Medical 
Board wall base its final opinion “fit" or "unfit”. The can- 
didate will not be required to appear in person before the 
Board on the second occasion. To exclude, the effects of 
medication it may be necessary to retain a candidate for 
several days in hospital under strict supervision. 

10. A woman candidate who as a result of tests Is found 
to be pregnant of 12 weeks standing or over, should be 
declared temporarily unfit until the confinement Is over, She 
should be re-examined for fitness certificate six weeks after 
the date of confinement subject to the production of a medi- 
cal certificate of fitness from a register medical practitioner. 

It. The following additional points should be observed : — 

(a) that the candidate's hearing in each ear is good and 
that there is no sign of disease of the car. In case It is defec- 
tive the candidate should be got examined by the oar spe- 
cialist : provided that if the defect in hearing is remediable by 
operation or by use of a hearing aid, a candidate cannot 
be declared unfit on that account provided he/she has no pro- 
gressive disease in the ear. The following are the gui- 
delines for the medical examining authority in this 
regard : — 


(1) Marked or total deafness 
in one ear, other ear being 
normal. 


Fit for non-technical jobs 
if the deafness Is upto 
30 decibel In higher fre- 
quency.

(h) that his limbs, hands and feet are well formed and 
developed and that there is free and perfect motion 
ol' all his joints; 

(i) that he doe R not suffer from any inveterate skin 
disease; 

(j) that there is no congenital malformation or defect. 

(k) that he does not bear traces of acute or chronic 
disease pointing to an impaired constitution, 

(l) that he bears marks of efficient vaccination; and 

(m) that he is free from communicable disease. 

12. Radiographic examination of the chest should be done 
as a routine in all cases for detecting any abnormality of the 
heart and lungs, which may not be appearent by ordinary 
physical examination. 

When any defect is found it must be noted in the certificate 
and the medical examine^- should state his opinion whether 
or not it js likely to interfere with the efficient performance 
of the duties which will be required of the candidate. 

Note. — Candidates are warned that there is no right of 
appeal from a Medical Board, special or standing, appointed 
to determine their fitness for the above services. If, however, 
Government are satisfied on the evidence produced before 
them of the possibility of an error of judgment in the decision 
of the first Board, it is open to Government to allow an 
appeal to a Second Board, Such evidence should be submitted 
within one month of the date of the communication in which 
the decision of the first Medical Board is communicated to 
the candidate, otherwise no request for an appeal to a second 
Medical Board will be considered. 

If any medical certificate is produced by a candidate as a 
piece of evidence about the possibility of an error of judg- 
ment in the decision of the first Board, the certificate will 
not be taken into consideration unless it contains a note by 
the medical practitioner concerned to the effect that it has 
been given in full knowledge of the fact that the candidate 
has already been rejected as unfit for service by the Medical 
Board. 

Medical Board's Report 

The following intimation is made for the guidance of the 
Medical Examiner : — 

1, The standard of physical fitness to be adopted should 
make due allowance for the age and length of service, if any 
of the candidate concerned. 

No person will be deemed qualified for admission to the 
Public Service who shall not satisfy Government, or 
the appointing authority, as the case may be that he 
has no disease, constitutional affection, o r bodily 
infirmity unfitting him. or likely to unfit him for 
that service. 

It should be understood that the question of fitness 
involves the future as well as the present and that 


one of the main objects of medical examination is to 
secure dfontmuous effective service, and in the case 
of candidates for permanent appointment to prevent 
early pension or payments in case of premature 
death, ft is at the same time to be noted that the 
question is one of the likelihood of continuous effee- 
tive service, and that rejection of a candidate need 
not be advised on account of the presence of a 
defect which in only a small proportion of cases is 
found to interfere with continuous effective service. 

A lady doctor will be co-opted as a member of the 
Medical Board whenever a woman candidate is to 
be examined. 

The report of the Medical Boat’d should be treated as 
confidential. 

In chsc where a candidate is declared unfit for appoint- 
ment in the Government Service the grounds for 
rejection may be communicated to the candidate 
in broad terms without giving minute details regard- 
ing the defects pointed out by the Medical Board. 

In cases where a Medical Board considers that a minor 
disability disqualifying a candidate for Government 
service can be cured by a treatment (medical or sur- 
gical) a statement to that effect should be recoided 
by the Medical Board. There is no objection to a 
candidate being informed of the Boards opinion to 
this effect by the appointing authority and when a 
cure has been effected it will be open to the autho- 
rity concerned to ask fo r another Medical Board. 

In the case of candidates who are to be declared ‘Tem- 
porarily Unit’ the period specified for re-examination 
should ndr ordinarily exceed six months at the maxi- 
mum. On re-examination after the specified 
period these candidates should not be declared tem- 
porarily unfit for a further period but a final deci- 
sion in regard to their fitness for appointment or 
otherwise should be given.

No. 12/5 /12-IW . — The Panel on Welfare of Backward 
Classes constituted by the Planning Commission in 1968 to 
advise on the formulation of the Fourth Five Year Plan for 
the welfare of backward classes recommended that the Plan- 
ning Commission might take steps to constitute a Study Team 
to examine various aspects pertaining to the working of the 
tribal research institutes including enlargement of the scope 
of their activities and the setting up of a Central Research 
Institute. This recommendation of the Panel was accepted 
by the Planning Commission and a Study Team on Tribal 
Research Institutes was constituted vide Resolution No. 
PC/SW/3K 1 )/69, dated October 18, 1969. 

2. The Study Team on Tribal Research Institutes set up by 
the Planning Commission has recommended that a Central 
Research Advisory Council for Tribal Research Institutes be 
set up in the Department of Social Welfare and that the Coun- 
cil could coordinate the work of the Tribal Research Institutes 
and OLher organisations as well as provide broad guidance on 
policy formulation. The Government of India has accepted 
the recommendation. It is, therefore, resolved to constitute 
an Advisory Council with the following functions and com- 
position. 

3. Functions of the Advisory Council 

The Central Research Advisory Council for Tribal Research 
Institutes will coordinate the activities of the Tribal Research 
Institutes set up in the country. The Council will provide 
broad guidance on policy formulation. The Council will also 
serve as a clearing house for the Tribal Research Institutes, 
the Central and State Governments and other Research Orga- 
nisations connected with the tribal problems. The Council 
will also organise Seminars and Conferences to provide an 
All India Forum for Research workers. The Council will 
also undertake such other steps aimed at promoting research 
on tribal problems. 

4. Composition of the Advisory Council 

There will be not more than 30 Members of the Advisory 
Council. The members will represent Tribal Research Insti- 
tutes, Tribal Welfare Departments in the State /Union Terri- 
tory Administrations, Indian Council of Social Science 
Research Universities, the Planning Commission, the Registrar 
General’s Organisation, Voluntary Organisations and Depart- 
ment of Social Welfare at the Centre. One of the members 
will be nominated as Chairman by the Government of India. 

5. Tenure of the Council 

The tenure of the Advisory Council will be for a period 
of 3 years. Government may extend this period. 


6. Travelling allowance to non-official members 

It has been decided that the non-official members of the 
Council will be entitled to claim TA/DA for their journeys 
in connection with attending the meetings as admissible to 
First Grade Officers 'of the Government of India. 

7. Meeting of the Council 

The Council will ordinarily meet not less than once in six 
months.
